Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to If an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant argued that the claimed composition provides reduction In 
CO without increasing NOX and that this is unexpected. The examiner stated that the evidence presented to support 
this did not appear to be commensurate in scope with the claims. Applicant stated that all alkaline earth metals would 
be expected to behave similarly in the composition. The examiner will reconsider this point based on applicant's 
response. In reference to the McCauley patent, applicant stated that the lanthanum oxide of McCauley does not have 
oxygen storage capability. Applicant may submit evidence and/or argument to support this statement. Applicant also 
argued that the Summers reference is not analogous art. The examiner will reconsider based on applicant's response. 
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
